(2)  Contraband  Detection  Devices. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.”  An  Increasing  ruimber  of  local  nationals  are  obtaining 
employment  with  US  Porn.es.  A  major  effort-  is  required  to  safeguard  against 
the  introduction  of  weapons  and  explosives  into  US  installations  arid  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  removal  of  pilfered  items  from  government  property.
